Mexico Who Feared Ho Would 

Betray Them to Spanish 

Invaders. 



iBletn, ,N. M.— Here reposes at proa- 
cnt the oldest and most persistent 
ghost In America.

here 

Long ago, ot the time of the first 
Spanish Invasions of southwestern 
America, a Spanish friar was cap. 
tared by the Indians. Altliough kept 
as a prisoner for a time, ho later won 
their confidence and ns years went 
by was admitted to their peculiar re- 
ligious und political circles. 

At last the rumor reached the tribe 
of the advance of Coronado In search 
of Lreasurc, The Indians feared 
treachery on the part of their Span- 
ish friend and one night ho was 
stabbed to death by one of the more 
skeptical members of the tribe. 

The medicine men were liorrlflcd at 
the crime, for not only had they come 
to respect Ihc Spaniard's Clirlstlan 
teachings, but had made hUn a par- 
ticipator In their own religion.

A vigorous warning was sounded to 
the effect that ony one who persists in 
^.ny thing which ho believes to be 
wrong is thereby rejecting God's con- 
trol in his life, turning down the holy 
GfKi, and is thus taking the first step 
toward becoming a pagan, since that
